THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 

Your Committee on education is pleased to learn of the successful 
operation of Gilbert Academy under the administration of Mrs. 
Margaret Davis Bowen as Principal with an attendance of 150 last 
year, and this year there are 250 enrolled, and of its approval and 
high rating by the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. 

We very deeply regret the disastrous fire of December 20th, 
1935, which destroyed the old chapel and the Science Rooms, but 
are glad that the building has been restored to meet the present needs 
of the Academy in part. 

We are likewise gratified to know of the successful opening of 
Dillard University and the increased attendance this year, and 
especially are we gratified to learn of the election of a man of our 
own race to the presidency of Dillard University, Dr. W. M. Steward 
Nelson. We voice the sentiments of the Louisiana Annual Confer- 
ence when we request that three of the six Trustees elected by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church be Negroes and that the District Super- 
intendent be one of them; that our Methodist members of the Board 
see to it that some or a larger number of strong Methodist be elected 
to the faculty of Dillard University. 
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We pledge our loyalty to the educational interests of our church 
both on the Academic and College level for the benefit of the youth of 
our Conference. 

In agreement with our vote at the Annual Conference at Monroe, 
La., 1934 when we urgently requested the continuance of a High 
School in New Orleans and pledged ourselves to contribute to Dillard 
and Gilbert on a fifty-fifty basis, and to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of our Board of Education and enable it to keep faith with the 
other constituents of Dillard University and respect the wishes of 
Bishop Shaw, who is a member of the Board of Trustees of Dillard 
University, we herein recommend. 

First: That the Conference raise the sum of $2000.00 which 
shall be raised for education for which we shall not receive World 
Service Credit. This shall be divided between Gilbert Academy and 
Dillard University equally. The date fixed by the Bishop and 
Cabinet. 

Second: That a generous Lincoln's Day Offering be raised as a 
part of the World Service and this collection shall likewise be divided 
between Gilbert and Dillard University. 

Third: That both of these collections be sent to the Bishop's 
office of the New Orleans Area for the division. 

Fourth : That in view of the particular needs of Gilbert Academy 
which are: A first class piano, chairs, for the auditorium, floor 
coverings, new books for the library, we recommend that in addition 
to the above statement, that a date be fixed for the raising of a 
sufficient amount to purchase the same.

LAFON PROTESTANT OLD FOLK HOME 

Building Monument 

The story of the life, character, and service of the old time 
slaves among the Negroes, is one of the outstanding "assets" of the 
Race. 

In the south, as no-where else, the story is one bright page of 
hope and inspiration to everyone. 

Folk Lore 

Their story is inseparable woven in the very life and fabric of 
the southland and nation. 



The Lafon Old Folk's Home was esetablished in 1866. It has 
had an eventful career. The Home has cared for all who came of 
whatever kith- or kin. Its establishment grew out of a desire to 
help aged and decrepit, those who having served well their time and 
had become "wards' 7 upon society and were without home, food and 
shelter. 

Self-Help 

Once established, it grew by degrees, being helped here and there 
by the churches, societis, clubs, and individuals as they felt toward it; 
Mistakes were made, and for awhile its fate hung in the balance. 

Help Came 

The late Mr. Thorny Lafon, a Negro Roman Catholic and a 
philanthropist, being sought after and persuaded to help, did so, and 
in his will gave $10,000. 

And with strong men organizing the institution, she played well 
her part which gave them every encouragement. 

Fathers Henry Green, Anthony Ross, Eugene Osborne, Samuel 
Davage, James W. Hudson, Stephen Duncan, Stephen Priestly, Dr. 
A. E. P. Albert, Fletcher T. Chinn, J. F. Marshall, Bishop J. C. 
Hartzell, L. G. Adkinson, James W. Hilton, Emperor Williams, M. C. 
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B. Mason, Ernest Lyon, John Quails and T., J. Johnson with others, 
were the brave set of men who led on the good work. 

1922 

Under the leadership of Bishop R. E. Jones, with expert cal- 
culation, they estimated the least sum necessary to carry out the 
proposed plan for the Home, which was $20,000. This amount would 
enable the Board of Managers to carry on with great success and with 
a group of loyal ministers and laymen, the drive was a great success. 

1925 

The Community Chest made its appearance and the Lafon Old 
Folk's Home was accepted as one of the agencies. It was then neces- 
sary to make new adjustments in the management and so, W. C. 
Haywood was appointed as Superintendent by Bishop R. E. Jones. 

Improvements 

Beautiful lawn with shrubbery worth more than $1,000. adorn 
the Home; four bath rooms equipped with hot and cold water; pipes 
through the entire building. The entire lower flood renovated. Two 
infirmaries equipped with the latest equipment; gas heaters in all 
bath rooms ; two radios which are enjoyed very much by the inmates. 
Forty new beds and mattresses; one hundred quilts; kitchen utensils. 

PEOPLES' COMMUNITY CENTER 

Peoples' Community Center is located in the center of a thickly 
populated section of the city of New Orleans where hundreds of 
families are in dire need of real social and religious uplift. 

The idea of this project was originated by Bishop R. E. Jones in 
July 1922, when there was at the same time the organization of Our 
Peoples' Church, and the setting up of various other activities, prim- 
arily in the interest of Child Care and protection. 

In this community center as in many others, situations had arisen 
from time to time which threatened the well being of the child and by 
some reason, maybe insufficient knowledge or lack of resources to 
cope with this condition, the parent found himself unprepared, hence, 
our socially alert Bishop set up this public enterprise, equipped with 
workers trained in the study and treatment of such problems. 

Not only is provision made for the special care of children, but 
service is rendered also to adult clients in helping them to solve their 
problems and adjust themselves to thir social environment. 

The following types of activities are found: 

DAY NURSERY : Organized day nurseries have existed in 
America sixty-five years. The original idea was to meet the needs 
of unmarried women and those who because of the death, desertion or 
illness of their husbands were forced to support their children by their 
own labor. In 1925 there were 600 day nurseries in America. 

The objectives of the present day nursery: 

1. To provide day care for children who cannot receive ordinary 
parental care. 
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2. To demonstrate nursery school education for little children. 

3. To provide parental education and to demonstrate a nursery 
school as a social agency. 

4. To promote welfare of children and to assist in the solutions 
of problems of children who need help not available within their own 
families or immediate social group, including children whose families 
are broken, abused neglected children and those who are behavior 
problems. In this department we have enrolled seventy-two children 
of both sexes. The ages range from one month to ten years. 

CHILD GUIDANCE CLINIC: Our clinic is still holding a large 
place m helping reduce the enormous death rate among the children 
of our community. On Tuesdays and Thursdays a large number of 
mothers bring their children to be examined and treated by our phy- 
sician. The health work is carried on by three registered nurses, 
supervised by the child Welfare Association of New Orleans. 

KINDERGARTEN: No provision is made by the state of Louisi- 
ana for the education of pre-school age children, hence, the need is 
met m the education by the maintenance of a recognized Kindergarten. 
The enrollment is seventy-three with three teachers. 

EMPLOYMENT BUREAU: Its purpose is to assist persons who 
are unemployed to find work. Applied for work during the year 
were referred to jobs and placements were made 

PARENTS CLUB: The parents of the nursery children together 
with as many as can be interested in our work and the community 
make up the Parents Club. They help to get the message over into 
the community after having received instructions and inspiration 
from the Center. They also raise a certain portion of our budget 
each year. 

CLUBS: Being a Character Building Agency we have organized 
clubs of boys, girls, young men and young women. Supervised by the 
Social Worker. Recreational program, including summer camps, are a 
part of the work of these clubs. 

DOMESTIC CLASSES: These classes have made over four 
hundred garments this year for nursery children and children of 
the community. 

ADULT EDUCATION: Evening classes in literary and art 
work are being conducted five nights a week. The hearts of those 
who attended are full of joy as they constantly express their appre- 
ciation. 

Our work has gradually increased in its scope and efficiency of 
service. The staff consists of eleven paid workers, namely: Superin- 
tendent, Case Worker, Doctor, Three Registered Nurses, Matron, 
Preparer of Diets, Laundress, Kindergarten Teacher and Janitor. 

Our Board of Directors is made up of fourteen leading citizens 
of the city, with Bishop A. P. Shaw presiding.

THE REV. JOHN W. TURNER RETIRES FROM 
DISTRICT WORK 



The Rev. J. W. Turner was born on a sugar plantation in 
Thibodaux, La. He attended the public schools of Thibodaux and 
New Orleans University, and was admitted into the Louisiana Annual 
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Conference in 1891. He served as pastor for twenty-three years, and 
district superintendent for twenty-three years. During his work as 
a pastor he built and remodeled as well as furnished three parson- 
ages and several churches. 

The Rev. Turner added 1,000 members to the churches which he 
served; raised for missions and education, $50,000. He was elected 
to the following General Conference of the Methodist Church: 1908, 
Baltimore; 1912, Minneapolis, Minn., 1916, Saratoga Springs, N. Y.; 
1920 Des Moines, Iowa; 1924, Springfield, Mass; 1932, Atlantic City, 
N. J., and 1936, Columbus, Ohio. Here he was placed on the com- 
mittees where his counsel and advice were greatly needed. This was 
sought by virtue of his wide experience. 

His work as district superintendent ended at the recent session of 
the Louisiana Annual Conference, having served the legal time. In 
token of its appreciation for his services, the Conference gave to him 
an ovation on Wednesday night, which was attended by the bishop 
and all members of the Annual Conference. The men who spoke did 
so in the highest terms, touching his character as a pastor brother, 
as to dependability, builder, friend, and loyalty to the church. 

A purse was given the Rev. Turner, amounting to $50.00, by 
the 4 men of the Conference over whom he had served, as a Superinten- 
dent. 

MEMOIRS 

Rev. C. D. C. Bryant 

Rev. C. D. C. Bryant joined the Louisiana Conference in 1883. 
Through his many years of labor, he worked for the upbuilding 
of God's Kingdom. He had a friend in everyone who knew him, he 
was a very attractive character, therefore, his life was governed in 
all its relations and activities by a high sense of duty. As a pastor 
he was very accurate and painstaking; as a friend he was sincere, 
loyal and true. 

He was methodical, everything had its proper place. He was a 
student well informed on many important subjects, ready to speak 
ready to act, ready to die. After retirement in 1924, he greatly 
missed the joy of preaching which he was ever ready to do. He went 
to his coronation at Franklinton, La., September 18, 1936, at the 
age of 64. 

Rev. Rosamore J. Johnson 

The late Rev. Rosamore J. Johnson, was born at Clinton, La., 
April 5, 1882. He grew up at Baker, La., and was converted August 
1900. In the year 1906 he entered the Louisiana Annual Conference. 
He faithfully served the following named charges : Pine Grove-Beach 
Grove, Campparet, Shiloh, Lobdel Ct., Cottonport, Logansport, Rapides 
Alexander, Lettsworth, Mt. Carnel, Lake Providence, Baldwin, Algiers, 
Mansfield, Angie, Plaquemine, Scotlandville, Port Allen, Opelousas, 
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and was appointed to Morgan City. He was a splendid preacher, and 
lived a reserved life. He loved his wife and children, and took care of 
their needs in every effective way. Thus ends the life of a faithful 
servant. 

Rev. George Thomas 

Rev. George Thomas was born of humble parentage. He joined 
the Louisiana Conference in the year 1904. He gave many years of 
faithful service and was retired in the year 1926, after having lived a 
quiet retirement for ten years, died in 1936, thus leaving a number 
of friends and relatives on this side of the great divide, "Soldier of 
Christ Well Done." 

Rev. Jarred Green 

Rev. Jarred Green was a faithful member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and joined the Louisiana Conference in the year 
1911. He served the church in a very wonderful way, giving willingly 
of his time and talent to the upbuilding of the Kingdom of God. He 
passed to his reward in the year 1936. Peace unto all those who 
loved him.
